' Wall Street will no longer have

'sweat of the laborer by meana of ex- 
ploitation of natural resources, for 
the government is to take over all 
water power and water-power de- 
velopment and will assume control 
of all the industrial ores—which is 
'to say. rigid regulation of iron, cop-
